MEDIATORS READY 


Financial Circles Anxious That a 


Break May Be Averted; Sit- 


uation Regarded Serious 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9.— A strike of 400,000 railway employed on the 


nilways of the United .States was averted today. Thte was assured this 
afternoon when President A. B. Ganretson of the Order of Railway Conduc- 
tor*, annooBced that the brotherhood of employee would accept mediation 
by the federal board of mediation and conciliation. 


The proposal that federal mediators be called upon was made four 


hours earlier by the railroad representatives, bnt the Wotnernoon leaders 
at that time declined to consider this plan. Careful consideration of the 
proposal, however, led them to change their attitude. 


NEW YORK, Ang. ».— The big railroads of the country are willing to 


arbitrate their differences with their employes. When the conference be- 
tween committees representing the railroads and the four principal unions 
was resumed today, EUsha Lee, chairman of the railroad committee, read a 
communication addressed to the four labor leaders »nggeeting that the dif- 
ferences be arbitrated by the federal mediation board. Lee in his state- 
m ; 


"We have given careful consideration to all phases of the propositions 


which you have made. The demands are so extraordinary that we feel 
there is little probability of reaching a settlement through the medium of 
conferences. We therefore believe the only reeonwe to be punned is to 


ibmit the whele question t» ttie federal mediation board, and we respect- 
application."

In reply to the proposition, A. B. 


Garretson, spokesman for the four 
brotherhoods said that the men did 
not believe that intervention of a 
third party necessary and that they 
declined to join m the request for 
mediation. 
"In my opinion," he said, "the 


men and employers should get to- 
gether before mediation 
steps are 


taken." 
Mr. Lee. replying to Mr. Garret- 


son said that if he (Garretson) and 
his associates declined to join the 
railroads in application for media- 
tion he (Lee) and his associates 
would proceed at once to make such 
an application. 


The other three labor leaders then 


announced that they fully conflrmed 
what Mr. Garretson had said. 


Mr. Lee then announced 
an ad- 


journment until some word could be 
had from the mediation board. Mr. 
Garretson and bis associates signi- 
fied their willingness to wait a rea- 
aonable time for a report.

ward off a strike.

Noted Author Buffers for a 


Crime Another Man 


Committed. 


COLUMBUS. Aug. 9.—O. Henry, 


well-known short-story writer, no 
dead, served time in the Ohio peni- 
tentiary. 
This secret baa just come 


to light. 
It is claimed O. Henry 


would rather have given up his life 
tban to let this Information reach 
tbe public. The writer .pent a five- 
year term* inside the prison walls as 


i prisoner from Texss. It I. 


ebtmed he "did hi. bit a. the goat 
ef another." Dr. John M. Thomas, 
of this city, was penitentiary physi- 
cian when O. Henry, or William Bid 
ney Porter, wa. a prisoner. 


"Porter was a graduate pharma- 


cist, and an expert in his One." *a!4 
Dr. Thoma.. "and I put him at once 
to work under me. He became night 
•doctor!' That gave him a chance 
to go to the cells of tbe prisoner, 
and remain there as long aa he wlsb- 
at> talking to them. Th«n he would 
return to. the o«ee and write those 
Inimitable stories which have delight- 
ed the world. 
In the morning he 


would leave them on my desk. 
I 


would read them. There wa. always 
a market for his stories." 


It 1. claimed by Intimate friend* 


01 O. Henry that he never mention- 
ed hi. Way at the penitentiary. 


"Porter wa. iu prl.on for another 


men', crime." said Dr. Thomas. He 
wu a federal prisoner. 
We bad a 


contract at that time to take care 
of a certain number of federal pris- 
oner., while the Laavenworth peni- 
tentiary wa. being built. He came 
to u. from Texas. H« was cashier 
of a bank in Austin. The president 
ef the bank 'played' with the bank'. 
n'Oney, and Porter knew it, although 
he had neve? benefited 
one cent 


from what wa. taken. 
When the 


inspector came to 
Austin, Portei 


Uft suddenly and 
went to South 


America. They laid the whole felame 
en him. After a while he c-me back 
and fare himself up, and never mur- 
mured agaln.t the fate which took 
five year, of hi. life to pay for what 
a- other man had done." 


Al Jennings, one of the mo.t no-j 


toriou. train and bank robbers of] 
hjs day, was also a .prisoner in the 
Ohio penitentiary when Porter wa. 
there, it la claimed. 
During his so- 


journ In South Amefica, :t is said, O. 
Henry met Jennings, tooth fugitives 
from lusuce. and ft most picturesque 
friendship followed. 


"There was also Con.tine. another 


famous crook; he wa. one of my hos- 
pital nurses," continued Dr. Thomas. 
"Con.tine painted, and painted re- 
markably well. 
Some of his work 


hangs now in one of New York's big- 
gest hotels. One day he painted a 
cow and the cow's tall hung on the 
ground. Porter .ooked at the pic- 
ture and then he laughed and said, 
'Why you have been here so long 
tiiet you have forgotten how a cow 
looks. 
Don't you know that If a 


cow's tall was that long, she would 
wear it off on the ground?' The two 
men never spoke thereafter, although 
they were thrown constantly togeth- 
e.-," said Dr. Thomas.

The basis of this new museum is 


the remarkable collection of George 
G. Heye. Mr. Heye is a man of great 
wealth, who shares the collecting in- 
etinct which seems to be one of the 
common characteristics of the Amer- 
ican millionaire. When 
a young 


man Mr. Heye went to Arizona, and 
SAW there the quaint towns of the 
Pueblo tribes, the old adobe missions 
of the Spanish'padres, the herds and 
hogan of the nomad Navajos. The 
lomance and picturesque quality of 
the southwest which is an unspoiled 
hit of the long'ago, inspired 
the 


>oung man. 
He determined to de- 


vote his life and -wealth to the study 
of pre-Columbian America. 
He has 


sent over 30 expeditions to all parts 
of North and 
South America and 


West Indies. His collection contains 
about 400,000 specimens, 
and 
is 


worth over half a million. 
It has 


never before been accessible either 
tr the public or to scientists. It is 
said to include some works in mar- 
ble and gold from South America 
-which show that the ancient civili- 
zations of that continent were not 
far behind those of Europe in some 


_ of the arts. 


This collection is now to be laid 


before the public and the scientific 
world, while a competent staff will 
work with every facility to increase 
and perfect it. 
A special feature of 


the new museum will be a study 
room where scientists will be given 
special opportunities for the examin- 
ation of the specimens. 


This up-to-date institution is not 


going to confine its activities to the 
study of the dead Indian. It is keen- 
ly aware that the Indian is still with 
us. 
True he has 'been modified by 


civilization and intermaniage; but 
he is still an Indian at heart, gener- 
al!} a pagan, and the lore and story 
ot his peple are safely preserved in 
the wonderful memory which belongs 
to all races that have not invented 
the written word. 
So the live In- 


dian will be the object of much at- 


after be had been captured by a 
small detachment 
of Confederate 


soldiers. He had a fine horse, which 
had been used for fox bunting, and 
was a noted jumper. The Confeder- 
ates made him put his bands in the 
air and ri^s in front ot them. Pres- 
ently they went down the road with 
a high fence on either side. At this 
point the Indian had a m<.st peculiar 
seizure. 
He began to squirm and 


twist and wriggle in his saddle. The 
Confederate officer asked him what 
was the matter. He explained that 
tome kind of a bug had bitten him 
in the middle of the back, and he 
was crazy with the desire to scratch. 
His contortions 
were so expressive 


that the officer began to feel itchy 
himself. Finally he told the Indian, 
who had been disarmed, to scratch 
and be done with it. The Indian had 
a gun cleverly

in

cer's mount, jumped his own over 
the fence, and escaped because there 
was no other horse in the detach- 
ment that could follow.

us,

scientists ot this new and enterpris- 
ing museum are making a special 
study of material near home. 
Dr. 


Alanson Skinner, of 
the 
scientific 


sUfi, formerly assistant curator of 
the Museum of Natural History, has 
just returned from an exploration of 
the Susquehanna river valley. 
This 


was a most unusual exploring expedi- 
tion in that it generally camped on 
farms or in the suburbs of cities. 
Neveretheless, 
interesting 
remains 


were 
discovered of a little-known 


and remarkable tribe of Indians—- 
the Andastes of Conestogas. 
These 


Indians lived along the Susquehanna 
i" the days before the famous Iro- 
quois confederacy reached its great- 
est strength. About the only white 
man who ever saw much of them 
alive was Captain John Smith, who 
cnme over about three hundred 
years ago. 


He says that these Andastes were 


the finest Indians he ever saw. They 
were of immense stature; and it has 
been estimated that they stood near- 
ly six and a half feet in height. Their 
bearing was very polite and friendly. 
They were great hunters, as shown 
ty the fact that they dressed them- 
selves ia the skins of bears and 
wolves, which are not easy to kill 
without a gun.

As a muter of fact, life in 
Monte Carlo is, on tbe surface st 
least, exactly like life at almost any 
fashionable summer resort, and to 
people whose principles or pocket- 
books do not permit them to gamble,, 
1*. is likely to be a good deal of a 
bore. 
. Monte Carlo is remarkable of 
of course as tbe city possessing tbe 
most perfect gambling organlxatioa 
in tbe world, the one where moat 
money changes bands daily over the 
tables, but it haa other curious and 
interesting features M well. The 
principality of Monaco in which it 
liea is the smallest Independent unit 
of government la the world, being ia 
some places only two hundred yards 
wide. 
It haa a Prince and a stand- 


ing army for all that, and recently 
declared its entire neutrality in the 
European struggle. Since its army 
consists of about a thousand men. 
this must have been a great relief to 
all concerned. 


The people of Monaco enjoy the 


blessings of a peculiarly paternal- 
istic government. They are the only 
known citixena who pay no taxes of 
any sort. The country gets a huge 
annual income from the Casino at 
Monte Carlo, and has no trouble 
with the excbecquer. Further to 
increase the happiness of tbe people's 
lot the government does not permit 
them to gamble, thus assuring itself 
that money saved in taxes shall go 
into the family stocking Instead of 
the Casino's bank account. 


The Casino of course is the great 


and spectacular attraction at 'Monte 
Carlo. It is likely, however, to dis- 
appoint the visitor who comes look- 
Ing for excitement. Most of the 
people in the long rooms seem to be 
curious spectators, or wealthy ama- 
teurs who are not immensely inter- 
ested whether they win or lose. 
There are plenty of tense faces, of 
a xious eyes and set mouths that the 
imaginative onlooker can use as a 
basis for romantic suppositions, but 
after all such features are not con- 
fined to the gambling rooms of Monte 
Carlo.
